THESE are the laſt words delivered 
by our bleſſed Lord they conclude that ſolemn 
addreſs in which he commiſſioned his Diſciples 
to enter upon their Miniſtry ; and were obvi- 
ouſly intended to give confidence and conſtancy 
to their minds, and to ſupport them under all 
the difficulties and diſappuintments which they 
\ might experience. Gs ye, and teach all na- 

trons, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, teach». 
ing them to obſerve all things whatſoever I haut 
commanded you-—and lo! I. am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. 
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There is no preſumption in our ſuppoſing, 

that this merciful and gracious promiſe of our 
Lord was not confined merely to thoſe Diſci- 
ples who were perſonally preſent at the mo- 
ment of his aſcenfion, but that it extends alſo, 
generally, to.every Chriſtian, of whatever age 
and time, who, with real piety and ſtedfaſt 
faith, emulating, as far as may be permitted 
him, the holy labours of the Apoſtles, ſhall 
ſeek like them, to diffuſe among the nations 
of the earth' the healing knowledge of a 
Saviour and Redeemer. 
There is no preſumption, I ſay, in ſuch a 
ſuppoſition Rather, indeed, the contrary ſup- 
poſition would ſeem to carry with it ſome- 
thing unworthy both of the character of our. 
Lord, and of the purpoſe of his Miffion. 

He who came to call all men to repentance 
—who died, that he might become a pro- 
pitiation for the fins, not, ſaith the Apoſtle, 
of us only, but of the whole world He who 
himſelf declared, that if he were lifted up 
from earth, he would draw all men to him 
He alſo to whom all power is given in heaven 
and on earth, how ſhall it be conceived, that 
he will nor be preſent alway, wherever there 

ſhall 
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ſhall be found the fincere endeavour to make 
known the glory of his name, and to give 
light to them who fit in darkneſs and in the 
ſhadow of death. | 

It is upon ſuch conſiderations as theſe that In- 
ſtitutions like the preſent have been formed— 
Inſtitutions, which, it was natural to ſuppoſe, 
would need only to be known in order to en- 
ſure them the encuuragement and ſupport of 
every real Chriſtian—Aand in fact they have re- 
ceived, and in an eminent degree, the encourage- 
ment and ſupport which they ſo juſtly merit. 

Nevertheleſs it muſt not be denied, that 
ſome, even ſincere and ſerious Chriſtians, have 
reaſoned in a different way ; and whillt they 
applaud (and not in ſparing terms) the piety 
and zeal which have. given birth to eſtabliſh- 
ments of this nature, have yet profeſſed to 
doubt as to the degree of ſucceſs Jikely to re- 
ſult from them—and ſome perhaps there are, 
who go ſtill further, and treat the whole idea 
as viſionary and futile. 
Their arguments, as they are generally 
ſtated, may be reduced to two. 
In the firſt place, they would limit the RAY 
miſe itſelf, if not abſolutely to the Apoſtles, 


yet 
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yet at leaſt to the immediate Diſciples of our 
Lord. — To this point I have already ſpoken, 
briefly indeed, yet, as I hope, ſufficientlyx. 

But, in the next place, they would limit 


alſo the aſſiſtance implied in the promiſe itſelf, 


ſimply and excluſively to the gift of miracu- 


lous power. You, have not, ſay they, as 


the Apoſtles had, the power of diſplaying any 
thing miraculous to authenticate your miſſion. 
How then ſhall you ſucceed, either in com- 
manding the attention of thoſe whom you 
addreſs, or in perſuading them of the truth 
of the doctrines you deliver ? Chriſtianity : was 
originally eſtabliſhed by the evidence of mira- 
cles—it's teachers were able to confirm their 


doctrine by the wonders which they wrought— 


but we fear that they who do not poſſeſs fimilar 
powers, muſt not expect a ſimilar ſucceſs.” 
Now, to render this argument concluſive, 
it muſt be aſſumed, that the evidence of mi- 
racles was, excluſively, the real and operative 


cauſe which gave efficacy to the labours of 


the firſt teachers of Chriſtianity, that it was, 
if we may ſo term it, the only inſtrument of 
converſion. 


But 
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But this is an aſſumption which will not 


eaſily be allowed by any one who hath given 
ſafficient attention to the hiſtory of the Goſ- 

: it does not ſeem that the demonſtration 
of ſapernatural power was held forth in this 
light, either by Chriſt himſelf, or his Apoſtles. 


The evidence of miracles, it muſt indeed 


be admitted, was of a kind the beſt adapted 


to the firſt eſtabliſhment of a new religion, 
and particularly calculated to awaken the at- 


tention of the Jewiſh Nation, and to inſpire 
them with a deſire of doing what our Saviour 
urged them to do—to examine their own 
| Scriptures, and to read and underſtand them 
aright. 5 


The Jews were already in poſſeſſion of a 


Religion to which the atteſtation of miracles 
had been given in a very extraordinary degree 
and from a new Teacher, who claimed to him- 


felf an authority ſuperior to that of Moſes, 


they might fairly demand credentials and at- 
teſtations of the ſame ſort preciſely with thoſe 
by which the authority of Moſes had been 
eſtabliſhed—nor, to ſay the truth, does our 
Lord appear to reprove in them the demand 
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of miracles conſidered in itſelf, but rather the 
unreaſonable frequency of the demanc 

After he had done ſo many mighty works 
among them, they were ftill unſatisfied 
their fault lay, not in requiring this ſort of 
evidence, but in not ſabmitting to it When it 
had been ſufficiently afforded tùhem 
The caſe indeed, with reſpect to the Jews, 
ſeems to have been nearly this.— The argu- 
ments of our Saviour were very much founded 
on the appeal to their own Scriptures - theſe 
Scriptures they had perverted and miſinter- 
preted ; and to prove to them that he was 
indeed commiſſioned to interpret them rightly, 
was one great object of his miracles—this 
was the firſt ſtage, as it were, of the argu- 
ment; if this were admitted, the roll would 
follow as of courſe. 

But allowing all this in it's Full extent ; al- 
lowing even that the evidence of miracles was 
- neceſſary to the ſucceſs of the firſt promulga- 
tion of Chriſtianity among the Jews, yet ſtill 
the reaſoning would not by any means. be 
valid, which ſhould transfer the ſame neceflity 
to the caſe of .other nations not in the ſame 

circumſtances with the Jews. 


The 
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The facts of hiſtory are certainly in direct 


contradiction to ſuch a reaſoning. Of the 
nations of the Chriſtian world, very few, un- 
queſtionably, have owed their converſion to 
the actual evidence of miracles dif] ld be- 


fore them. 


Even this reflection 1 in itſelf be a 
ſufficient encouragement and authority to the 
favourers of our venerable Inſtitution.— But it 
may not be improper, on the occaſion of this 
day, to ſtate the matter, to endeavour at leaſt 
to ſtate it, more particularly. 

There is one fallacy perhaps which per- 
vades, without it's being ſuſpected, the greater 
part of all the reaſonings on this ſubject - the 
fallacy, I mean, of not diſtinguiſhing between 
the different ſenſes in which we uſe the ſame 
term, when we ſpeak of the grounds or the 
foundations of a belief in the truth of Chriſti- 
anity. 

lf we uſe the terms generally, then un- 
doubtedly they imply the whole of that evi- 
dence, be it's nature what it may, which can 
be adduced in favour of Chriſtianity and 
many there have been, learned and holy men, 
| who have made it the labour eyen of their 
Tx lives, 
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2 to reduce this evidence into one = 


noected ſyſtem z to harmonize and unite it's 


component parts; to mark their force, and 
to ſhew that the aggregate of the whole was 
lietle leſs than demonſtration: And they have 
done well—in-no way could talents and abili- 
ties be better or more worthily employed—it 


was right and fit to meet the defiance of the 


Unbeliever, and to prove to him, that the 


bulwarks of Chriſtianity were on every fide 


firm and inexpugnable. And they who have 
done this, may be truly ſaid to have tated and 
aſoertained the grounds and foundations of our 


belief. 


But it will not be pretended, that no belief 
can take place unleſs where the whole of theſe 
foundations have firſt been laid —on the con- 


trary, a part only of that prodigious maſs of 
evidence on which the Almighty hath eſta- 


bliſhed the Goſpel of his bleſſed Son, and, 


comparatively ſpeaking, an inconſiderable part, 


may ſtill be ſufficient to produce a ſincere re- 
ception of Chriſtianity ; and all the reſt would 


be wanted only in proportion as he who has 


already become a Believer, ſhould go on to 
ſtudy * religion more; or poſſibly alſo, in 
proportion 
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proportion as he ſhould meet with objetions 


which he had not at firſt foreſeen, but having 
met with, would wiſh to know what hay irc 
he might employ againſt them. 


The grounds and reaſons then which might 


produce a firſt reception of ' Chriſtianity are 
ſomething very different from, and are not to 
be confounded with the grounds and reaſons 
of Chriſtianity in the general and extended 
ſenſe—nor therefore can we argue, that be- 
cauſe miracles were one of the prineipal evi- 
dences of the authority of Chriſt; and becauſe 
great numbers did certainly believe in conſe- 
quence of the miracles which they ſaw, that 
therefore no one would in any caſe be induced 
to embrace Chriſtianity, unleſs ſimilar evi- 
dence were afforded him. 

So far perhaps. we may venture, ns with 
ſafety, to reaſon generally upon the matter— 
But we muſt not preſume too far—it becomes 
us rather, on ſuch a ſubject, to liſten to the 
authority of Chriſt himſelf, and to have re- 
courſe for information only to his words. 

Arguing then from thoſe words and from 
that authority, I would ſay, that, with reſpect 
to the cauſes operating to produce a belief in 

B 2 Chriſt, 
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8 Chriſt; there are-two points ſo plainly deli- 


vered in the Goſpel, as to admit, I think, of 
no diſpute ; and I ſhall content myſelf there - 
fore with barely mentioning them. I will 
not multiply citations—the paſſages which 
prove them are to be found almoſt in every 
page of the New Teſtament, and they muſt be 
underſtood in their plain and literal ſenſe, un- 
leſs we ſeck to explain away the Scriptures, 
and to accommodate the word of God to our 
own ideas. and conceptions. - 

_ The firſt of theſe Points is, that a genuine 
faith j in the Goſpel, and a ſincere reception of 


Chriſtianity muſt originate from God alone, 


and from the bleſſed influence * his et 
Spirit. 


No man, 698 our * can come to 
me, except the : Father, - who hath. ; Jews. 1. 
draw bim.* _ 

The ſecond is, that if the habits and diſpo- 
ſitions of the mind be not themſelves at vari- 
ance with the precepts, of the Goſpel—if there 
be no reluctance to frame our lives according 
to the ſyſtem of duty which is there preſcribed 
to us; much more, if there be ſuppoſed a deſire 
and 
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and. readineſs - to do fo, then, aſſuredly, a 
genuine faith and a ſincere reception of Chriſ- 
tianity are not far diſtant from ſuch a mind 
Fay man will de tbe will of bim that ſent 
me, be ſball know of the doctrine whether: it be 
of God, or whether I. ſpeak of myſelf. 9 


Now, doubtleſs, in this laſt den it is 


implied, that Chriſtianity, real and genuine 
Chriſtianity is, both in the precepts which it 
delivers, and in the effects which it produces 
on the lives and characters of its Diſciples, 
ſomething which will neceſſarily approve it- 


ſelf to every mind not already corrupted and 
depraved. It would follow then, that if the 


religion of Chriſt could only be exhibited in 
its pure and native lovelineſs, even to an en- 
lightened nation, (and ſuch are not always the 
moſt corrupted and depraved) the effect would 
probably-be ſuch, as would ſurpaſs every thing 
which we are now capable of calculating or 
ſuppoſing ; and, ſimply, for this reaſon that 
they who beheld would ſoon be led on to 
admire; and what they ſhould once have learns 
to admire, they would ſoon attempt to imitate, 
1 It 
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It is not not neceſſury then to enquire; or to 
reaſon further in theſe two plain confidera- 
tions (reſting, as hath been faid, on the ex- 
preſs authority of Scripture) we attain at once, 
not only the defence of the preſent Inſtitu- 
tion againſt thoſe who would repreſent it's 
object as futile, viſionary and impracticable, 
but, what is ſtill of more importance, we are 
directed alſo as to the very mode of ce 
which we are to purſue. 

We are labourers together with God: 
% Ow eh cuz. . We uſe the expreſ- 
ſion with humility and reverence.— But our 
caſe in this reſpect does not differ from any 


bother, either in the natural or moral world, 


where the Almighty, permitting indeed ſome- 
what to the agency of man, reſerves however 
to himſelf the diſpoſal and determination of 
the event, In every caſe alike, neither it 
he that planteth any thing, neither he that 
watereth, but God that giveth the encreaſe. + 
And he who laboureth, knoweth not either 
what ſhall be the meaſure of the encreaſe, 
or at what period it ſhall be given. 
| | | All 
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All this is true undoubtedly but it is true 


allo, that with the ſecret counſels of God we 
have no concern — J belong unto the Lord 
eur Cod but thoſe things which are revealed 
belong S An fs aur children that ey 
do them. We are to enquire only, what 
is the command, and What the. means of 
obedience that are within gur reach—in 
other words, what that is which, is permitted 
by God to our agency, 

What then, if ſfigns and minkgles: have 
ceaſed, if the gift of tongues be withdrawn, 
is it not ſtill in our power to exhibit to the 
Heathens, in it's proper form, the Religion 
we profeſs—to exhibit a faith, which ſhall be 
ſhevn in Works of n and e 
charity and mercy? 

God knows, however, it is not thus; PE is 
not in this garb of holineſs, that Chriſtianity 
does in general preſent herſelf amid the Hea- 
then world. God knows, that the rapaciouſ- 
neſs of commerce, the thirſt for wealth, or 
the. deſire of . conqueſt, are nat well calculated 
to prejudice them in favour of a Religion which 
they may ſuppoſe to authorize ſuch exceſſes— 

at 
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at leaſt not to condemn them and he whom 
we term ſavage and unenlightened, hith' yet 
ſufficient both of reaſon and acuteneſs to urge 
the o objection i in it's ſtrongeſt form. —“ What, 


he will aſk, is this better religion, enk ns 
not make better men ?” 


It is not for us to hope, that we can prin 


to annihilate, or even to correct all thoſe vices 
which thus contribute to diſgrace Chriſtianity. 
But we may hope, 'in ſome meaſure, to obviate 
their conſequences, if we can but intermingle 
with the general corruption ſomething of 


purer mould—if, in the examples only of our 
Miſſionaries, we can convince the Heathen 
what are truly the virtues of the Goſpel, and 


lead him to mark the contraſt between _ 
nominal and the real Chriftian. 

And, blefſed be God that we can boaſt of 
many ſuch examples—the records of this-So- 
ciety are filled with ample teſtimonies to the 
merit and abilities of thoſe out Brethren, who 
| have been ſelected for this holy work. And 
we alſo ourſelves may be permitted to ſpeak, 

not boaſtingly indeed, but as with the. af- 
ſurance of a good conſcience, that in the ſe- 


lections which have been made, no precaution 
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on our part, no care or pains have ever been 


neglected which n give one to our 
endeavours. - | 

After all, it may e be Re, "that 
the utmoſt even of that to which we pretend 
is in itſelf but little—I would anſwer boldly, 


that it is not little—I would repeat what was 


ſaid before, and, as I am ſeriouſly convinced, 
was ſaid upon the authority of the Goſpels, 
that to exhibit Chriſtianity in it's genuine form, 


in it's true and proper effects, (though but in 


a few examples, if more cannot be attained) 
is not a little or an inconſiderable thing. I 
world appeal, as to a caſe more directly in 


point, to the authority of St. Paul. They 


who are acquainted with his writings will at 
once remember, that even that great Apoſtle 
of the Gentiles, endowed himſelf with miracu- 
lous powers, and employing alſo thoſe very 
powers as one of the inſtruments of his mi- 
niſtry, yet ſeems at all times, and in every 
caſe, to lay conſiderable ſtreſs on the force of 


the example of his converts. Does he com- 


mend their virtues? it is becauſe by them 
they adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour 


Does he condemn even their failings with ſe- 


C verity ? 
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verity ? it is becauſe he imputed. to them 4 
double degree of demerit, as being expoſed to 


the fight of Unbelievers. He conceived. that, 


eren in the corrupt and lieentious Corinth, 

the holineſs of Chriſtianity, if it were but 

fawly and well exemplified in the lives of his 
Diſciples, would produce (ſlowly perhaps, but 
certainly would produce) at length it's full 
effe&—And what ſhall hinder us from adopt- 
ing the ſame concluſion? _ 

But ſuppoſing it to be fo, ſuppoſing that 
all to which we pretend ſhall be in itſelf but 
little, yet if it be all that the preſent circum- 
ſtances will allow, it is ſtill our duty to do 
that little—In all ſuch caſes, the be/# can 
mean only the beſt which is pofible — if, 
through our own faults, we fall ſhort of that, 


then indeed we have no right to hope for the 


bleſſing of God on our endeavours. 

But if we do all which he hath made poſ- 
fible for us to do, then it is not only unwiſe, 
but it is even criminal in us to dwell with 
anxiety and diſtruſt on the apparent imper- 
fection of the means which it is given us to 
employ — What, do we not know that the. 
ſtrength of God is made perfect in our weak- 

neſs ?— 
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neſs ?—Have' we forgotten the words of our 
Saviour, that even a little leaven may operate 
till the whole is teavened—and that the 
ſmalleſt of all ſeeds may become a tree under 
which the fowls of the air fhall take their 

reſt? 
At the ſame time it is to be obſerved, that 
there is one deſcription of Heathens, (the Ne- 
groes in our Colonies)" with reſpect to whom 
there is much more which Chriſtians may do, 
than in any other caſe—In the intercourſe 
which we carry on with great and eſtabliſhed 
nations, we muſt take them, ſuch as they are 
already, with their ideas, their prejudices, their 
opinions, their habits and their diſpoſitions, 
already formed But in dur Colonies it is 
widely different There the Chriftian Maſter 


will have it certainly in his power (if he will 


take the pains to do it) to form, himſelf, the 
habits and diſpoſitions of his Slaves. and there 
is no doubt but that their converſion muſt in 


general have it's beginning from this very point. 


They muſt be made men before they oan be 
made Chriſtians When we fpeak of the im- 
pteſſion which the inherent excellence of Ohri- 
ſtianity would make upon the mind, we mean 

OY undoubtedly 
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5 undoubtedly a mind: poſſeſſed- of thoſe 8 


and conceptions to which we ſuppoſe Chriſti- 


anity to be congenial - to brutiſh depravity 
or brutiſh ignorance, the Apoſtle even of the 
Gentiles would addreſs himſelf in vain. _ - 

On this ground, I do not hefitate to ſay, that 
the connection which ſubſiſts between this So- 
ciety and one of our Weſt India Iſlands, is, in 
fact, one of the moſt important of our concerns. 
We there have it in our power to exhibit 
the example, not only of religious inſtruction, 
but of that other inſtruction alſo which muſt 
neceſſarily precede it and our exertions thus 
directed, can hardly fail to be mem on a 
correſpondent ſucceſs. 

Let . ar ben by e . n 4. 
for in due ſeaſon we ſhall reap, if we faint 
not. How far diſtant ſoever the day may 
be at preſent, ſtill we are warranted to con- 
clude on the authority of Scripture, that the

With the approbation of the Biſhop of Nova 
Scotia, Mr. Norris repaired to Cheſter, where

The people expreſſed great joy at Mr, Norris's 


coming to them, and have made every exer- 
tion, which their poor abilities will admit of, 
to render his ſituation comfortable, and to in-

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Church is finiſhed on the dutſide; but owing 
to the preſent difficulties of the times, the 
c ompleating of it within, anxious as they are 
for it, cannot be ſoon expeQted: They have.

It is a ee Settle- 
ment, conſiſting at preſent of 100 families. 
He preaches twice every Sunday, and generally 
chuſes Goſpel points 2 his ſubject, and en- 

deavours to give them right apprehenſions of 
the Doctrine of Salvation, points out to them 
the advantages of peace, and union, and chri- 
ſtian charity, and takes every occaſion to re- 
move the prejudices, and correct the errors 
which ſome have fallen into, through the in- 
fluence of the New Lights, who prevail in 
thoſe parts. In the ſhort time he had been 
with them (from the 14th of July to the 16th 

of Octobet) he had baptiſed 16 children. 


Mr. King, after teſting himſelf a few days 
in the hoſpitable Manſion of Mr. Stanſer at 
Halifax, took a journey of ninety miles to 
Aylesford, to pay his reſpects to the Biſhop of 
Nova Scotia, to exhibit his-credentials from 
the Society, and to receive the Biſhop's advice 
and directions, previquſly to his proceeding to 
the Miſſion of Rawdon and Douglas, to which 
the Society had appointed him, and whither 
he went without loſs of time. In a letter of 
the 2oth of December laſt he has given the 
Society a very circumſtantial account gre

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kind reception he met with, and of the ſtate 
thoſe. places. 5 Anta, mne f 
It appears that the Townſhip of Rawdon'is 
a wilderneſs about 15 miles ſquare, and is diſ- 
tant nearly 40 miles North Weſt from Hali- 
fax. The Settlers, about 42 families, are 
moſtly from the Southern States, with a ſmall 
proportion of Europeans, who lie ſcattered 
from half a mile to four miles from each other. 
In the center is a neat little Church, lately 
erected at the expence of Government. Dou- 
glas adjoins it, and is ſtill a more dreaty wil- 
derneſs, about 30 miles ſquare, and contains 
the diſtin Settlements of Noel, Shubana- 
chady, the Five Mile River, the Nine Mile 
River, and the Upper and Lower Diſtricts of 
the Kennetcook. Of theſe, the three laſt only 
are attached to the Miſſion, the reſt conſiſting 
chiefly of Seceders from the Kirk of Scotland. 
The Nine Mile River is a young Colony of 
about thirty Highland Veterans with their 
Families, who have willingly ſtept forward in 
. the eſtabliſhing the Miſſion; and ſo alſo have 
the Kennetcook Diſtricts, which conſiſt of about 
thirty-one families of Engliſh, Scotch, Iriſh, 
and American. There is a neat Church at the 
head of the River, 13 miles from Rawdon 
Church, near to which an Houſe is to be 
built for the Miſſionary, towards which the. 
people: of both Townſhips have ſubſcribed 
120/, At preſent Mr. King boards and lodges

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is appropriated to each Townſhip: He ſpeaks 
in much commendation of the zeal of the 
people for the promoting of Religion, and of 
the great liberality which the Diſſenters of 
every deſcription have ſhown on this occaſion, 
And he adds, that, though placed in a newly 
ſettled. country, and ſubject to many inconve+ 
niencies naturally arifing from that circum- 
ſtance, and more eſpecially, from the preſent 
dearneſs of every article of life, and from tho 
laborious care which a Miſſion extending near- 
ly 30 miles, through roads the worſt that can 
be imagined,. muſt neceffarily require; yet he 
is happy in the thought that he is dividin 

his labours among an affectionate people, wick 
the pleaſing proſpect that, by a prudent per- 
ſeverance in his duty, he ſhall ſoon ſee Re 
ligion ermiy eſtablithed in thoſe promiſing 
Settlements. He declares himſelf Lines 
in his ſituation, and that it (ſhall ever be his 
ſtudy to fulfil the expectations, and merit the 
approbation, of the Society. 


Mr. Benjamin Geariſh. Gray, who has been 
lately. ordained a Prieſt by the Biſhop of Nova 


Scotia, and appointed Chaplain to the Maroons 


ſettled at Preſton, has been admitted among 
the Society's Miſſionaries, with a ſmaller ſa- 
lary for. extending his Miniſterial ſervices to 
the Settlers in that vicinity.

Tt is with concern that the Society have re- 
ceived advice of the death of the Rev. Mr. 
William Huntridge Moore, their Miſſionary 
at Exuma, in the end of laſt June, who caught 
the yellow fever at Naſſau, (where he hap- 
pened to be on ſome buſineſs) juſt then intro- 
duced by the zad Regiment from St. Do- 
mingo. His loſs is the more to be regretted, 
as he had been but a few months at Exuma, 
and the Society, having been diſappointed 
ſince in one Clergyman's declining the Miſ- 
fion after he had folicited the appointment, 
have but little proſpe& of ſupplying his place 
ſo ſoon as they could wiſh, and the neceſſities 
of the people at Exuma require. 


The Society have been relieved from much 
anxiety on account of Mr. Daniel Warner 
Roſe, who had been appointed in the year 1795 
to the Miſſion of Long Iſland, but had never 
reached it. The cauſes of the delay were 
various, and ſome of them very unfortunate. 
After ſeveral diſappointments in getting a 

aſſage, he at length left St. Nevis in Decem- 
— 1796; but the Ship being captured by a 
French Privateer in the next month, he was 
carried a priſoner to Rochelle, and afterwards 
removed up the country to Angouleſme, where 
he remained till the month of July following,

when 
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when he was exchanged by a Cartel, and hap- 


pily arrived ſafe in England. He has ſince 
been ordained a: Prieft, and left England in 
November laſt, but it was not till after ſix 
weeks detention in the Iſle of Wight, that the 


ſhip, in which he was a paſſenger, ſailed for 


the Weſt Indies, from whence he was to pro- 
ceed with all expedition to the Bahamas. It 
ought to be added, that from the general cha- 
racter he bore, and the ample teſtimonials of 
his friends here, the Society have the beſt 
ground to expect that he will prove a valuable 


The Society have received two letters from 
the Rev. Mr. Jenkins, Miſſionary at the Caicos, 
the one dated Charles Town, February 16, the 
other at Naſſau, March 2, 179%; by which 
the Society are acquainted of his arrival at the 
former place on the ziſt of January, and at 
the latter on the iſt of March. In the firſt 
"wu of his voyage he had the ill fortune to 
loſe all his papers, by being obliged to throw 
them overboard upon coming in ſight of a 
veſſel,” which was ſuppoſed to be a French one, 
but it turned out otherwiſe. He took indeed 

the precaution of ſhowing the Certificate of 
his Appointment from the Society to a fellow 


paſſenger, defiring him to read it with atten- 


tion, that he might witneſs the contents of it 
to the Governor, which he did, and thereby

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remove any difficulty that might have ariſen 
from his having no Credentials. 
e officiated at Naſſau for Mr. Richards 
(who is now in England upon leave of abſence 
on account. of ſome family concerns) till the 
5th of Auguſt, and then proceeded to his Miſ- 
fion; Here again another rc isſortune befell 
him; within a few days ſail of the Caicos the 
Ship was captured by a French Privateer and 
carried into Cape Francois, from whence he was 
ſent to Mole St. Nicholas, and then exchanged, 
and arrived on the 16th of October laſt, in 
health and ſpirits, at the Caicos, where he 
was received in the moſt friendly manner by 
Colonel Brown, and the inhabit:nts were to 
meet on the very day he wrote to fix on a place 
for the building of a Church, and to ſettle 
We en re ative to the MiCon. - | | 


The Rev. Mr. Gordon, Miqionary at Sfors 
bor Iſland, &c. in his letter of the 28th of 
January, 1797, writes to the Society that his 
ſituation is perfectly agreeable to him, and he 
lives very happily, and a perfect harmony ſub- 
ſiſts between him and his Pariſhioners. He 
—_ in great praiſe of the climate, which he 
thinks ſuperior to any he has been in, the 

Ifland of Madeira not excepted, and he has 
made up his mind to continue in his preſent 
Miſſion as long as he ſhall live, wiſhing only 
once more to viſit his friends in this Country.

The Society have been enabled, from the 
flouriſhing ſtate of the Codrington Plantations, 
to re-eſtabliſh the School there, and to admit 
eighteen Boys on the foundation. The Rev. 
Mark Nicholſon, A. M. of Queen's College, 
Oxford, went out laſt Spring to undertake the 
care of it, with the title of Preſident of the 
College and Superior School-maſter. At the 


ſame time Mr. Thomas Moody was appointed
